Group to Resume Activit 


Atlantic City, N. J., Oct. 23.—John 
E. Edgerton, president of the Na- 
tional Association of Manufacturers, 
told the annual convention of the 
American Hardware Manufacturers 
Association at the Marlborough- 
Blenheim here that he believed the 
surest, safest and quickest method 
of bettering conditions and main- 
taining a high standard of living 
was for the producer to “resume 
normal production,” and for the 
producer and consumer alike to 
“buy normally, and now.” 

“We have had a depression; no 
one who knows industry or business 
will deny it,” said Mr. Edgerton. 
“But with that business depression 
we have had a national mental de- 
pression entirely out of proportion to 
the other, with the result that con- 
sumers have slackened in their pur- 
chasing and amnufacturers have 
slackened in their production.” 

Continuing, he said: “We are

Unemployment 


URING the present business recession there has been a 
good deal of somewhat loose talk regarding the employ- 
ment situation. Various people, viewing the employment 
situation from various angles, have given estimates ranging 
from 2 per cent. to 20, as the existing level of unemployment. 
The truth is that statistics on actual employment at any 
given time are not very comprehensive and are not entirely 
trustworthy. As a matter of fact the only field where figures 
on employment are continually gathered is that of factory 
operation. Factory workers represent only about one-fifth 
of the population of the United States, but in times of depres- 
sion such as the present, it is the factory workers who are 
hardest hit by unemployment. 
C. C. Hanch, general manager of the Association of | 
Finance Companies, is one man, in a very good position to 
form an accurate opinion, who believes that unemployment

has been somewhat exaggerated. Mr. Hanch cites the fact 
that at the bottom of the big depression of 1921 the Federal 


Reserve Board index of employment showed that factory } 


employment had dropped to a level 20 per cent. below normal. 
The latest figures for the present year cover June and the 
index shows a factory employment scale only 11.8 per cent. 
below normal. This is, of course, bad enough, but the figure 
covers one-fifth of the population and the class usually first 
and hardest hit in the matter of employment in times of 
business recession. 

Mr. Hanch rightly points out that employment by public 
utilities, oil companies, telephone companies and other sim- 
ilar organizations actually has increased. Employment in| 
agriculture has not decreased, regardless of prices for agri-| 
cultural products. Employment in trade, professional service 
and similar fields has decreased but little and government 
employment, national, state or municipal, is practically im- 
mune to labor fluctuations. 

In summing up Mr. Hanch believes that if we place gen- 
eral employment at a level 10 per cent. below normal 
we have actually erred. He finds in this condition 
the reason why there has been no appearance of “frozen 
credits” in any serious volume in the installment sales field. | 

In the final analysis, the remarkable solidity of the d2-| 
ferred payment business of this installment buying country | 
is the surest proof that we have of the fundamental soundness | 
of our economic structure during the depression.

This is the great British national exhibition, | 
corresponding to our national shows at New York and Chi- 
cago, but it is even more national in character. England is 
a much smaller country than our far-flung dominion and 
those interested in matters motoring come from every corner 
of the kingdom to the Olympia show to see the new mode's 
and other new offerings.

Now Britain has been through a period of business re- 
cession even more severe than the one that gripped us last | 
fall. Does this rush to buy motor cars at Olympia presage 
the passing of the depression? Or is it simply the inevitable | 
necessity of replacing worn-out transportation equipment | 
finding.its outlet at this showing of the new models? What- | 
ever the fundamental cause, it is a hopeful sign for Britain. | 
In this country we are looking forward to a similar activity | 
in January, and if our national shows this year indicate an 
eagerness to buy on the part of the public, all American 


business will receive a stimulant that it has missed so badly 
this year.

On this basis I am convinced 
that automobiles can be sold at 6 
per cent. less than their present 
prices. This is confirmed by reduc- 
tions that are being announced 
constantly. 

Facts and Figures for 1930 gives 
the average life of an automobile 
as six and three-quarter years. On 
this basis, the 3,753,944 passenger 
cars sold in 1923 should have been

consumer, will demonstrate their 
faith in our industrial structure by 
producing and buying normally, and 
now, this will do more than any 
other effort to carry the country 
well out of its spasm of inertia 
and into practical action and better 
times.” 

The present depression in busi- 
ness and industry, if serving for 
nothing else, has taught the neces- 
sity of eliminating waste and care- 
lessness and the discontinuing of 
extravagant habits inherited from 
a period of prosperity, A. H. Nichols 
of Detroit, Mich., president of the 
National Hardware Association, de- 
clared. Mr. Nichols urged the acqui- 
sition of a spirit of confidence that 
“prosperity. may replace depressed 
conditions.” 


“While busiuess depressions should | 


not be necessary,” Mr. Nichols said, 


“they make us pause long enough to} 


realize that we have not been pay- 


ing as close attention to business as | 
| was formerly our custom. Many of 


our great business enterprises, as 
well as many of our large cities, 
after reaching a certain degree of 
prosperity, drop back below their 
normal condition simply because 
they have failed to realize that pros- 
perity cannot continue forever.” 

That the chain stores’ history has 
taught the hardware men how to 
fight to victory in business and that 
the trend indicates that the inde- 
pendent retail hardware merchant 
and the wholesaler will survive 
handsomely, was the declaration of 
Carl W. Dipman. 

There will be less talk of elimina- 
tion of the middleman, he said, and 
there is no longer any question if 
the independent will survive, but 
there is a great question if the chain 
system will continue to thrive. 

“There has not developed one sin- 
gle fundamental principle that in- 
dicates a permanent superiority of 





the chain store system of merchan- 
dising over the independent sys- 
tem,” said Mr. Dipman. “There is 
not a single factor in the whole 
gamut of chain merchandising that 
cannot be adopted by independents 
if they will and they are doing so. 
At the present time the only ad- 
vantage that the chain store has is 
one of price, and that is often more 
imaginary than real, and is grad- 
ually disappearing. While trends 
indicate that conditions may even 
get worse in the hardware business, 
eventually they will take a turn for 
the better.” 

Congressman M. Clyde Kelley of 
Pennsylvania described the merits 
of the Kelley-Capper bill before 
Congress to permit manufacturers 
of wares to specify what pricé shall 
be charged for their output, and 
predicted that thg bill will be passed 
at the next session of Congress.

protection for the circuit supplying 
it. 

The cone is placed over the dis- 
connecting pothead, which is 
mounted flush with the field sur- 
face. When the cone is struck by 
a moving object, it is either tripped 
out of the ‘way. or, in case of 
snagging, carried along.

From the replies received it is evi- 
dent that speedometers need fre- 
quent attention. It therefore be- 
comes necessary to put them on a 
definite inspection schedule for 
overhauling at frequent intervals if 
failures are to be reduced to the 
minimum. It is small wonder, there- 
fore, if the disgruntled maintenance 
man finally passes up the speed- 
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ometer as a bad job and devotes his | 
attention to more productive work. 
Personally I am of the opinion 
that if speedometer manufacturers 
would work more closely with the| 
motor-vehicle carriers it would be| 
possible to develop a satisfactory in- 
strument that could be sold at a 
reasonable price. In fact, it is my} 
understanding that a number of| 
such developments are at present | 


pending and will be announced in| 


the near future. 


Other Instruments Described 

One type of speedometer is a de- 
velopment that has been worked out 
by a large motor-vehicle carrier in 
New England, in collaboration with 
a speedometer manufacturer. One 
of the main features of this device 
is a pusher needle arranged so that 
it will indicate maximum speeds oc- 
curring at any time during the run 
For example, if the driver operates | 
his bus at 30 miles per hour and 
then drops back to 20 miles per 
hour, the maximum-speed hand will 
remain at the 30 miles per hour 
point on the dial. If the operator 
speeds his vehicle to a point beyond 
the 30 miles per hour indication 
previously made, the needle will fol- 
low up to this point and will remain 
there until still higher speed is at- 
tained. 

The particular motor bus operat- 
ing company using this device has 
set 35 miles per hour as the maxi- 


mum road speed to be permitted. 
Should a driver turn in his bus 
with the maximum-speed hand 


showing that the 35 miles per hour 
point has been exceeded, he is liable 
to censure and possible discipline. 
The object, of course, is to prevent 
the driver from operating his equip- 


ment beyond a reasonable speed. 
The only disadvantage that I see 
with this type of instrument is 
that no provision is made _ to 
register the number of times 
such over-speeding has occurred, 
nor is there any way of detecting 
whether the driver has operated his 
engine at excessive speed in low 
gear This, of course, would not 
show on any maximum-speed re- 
corder needle. 

Another example of the way in 
which motor-vehicle carriers are 


attempting to work along with the 
manufacturer can be illustrated in 
the case of a Canadian operator 
who has collaborated with a manu- 
facturer in the development of an 
instrument primarily designed to 
curb-the tendency to overspeed, par- 
ticularly along unpatrolled high- 
ways. The dial of this new device | 
is eight inches in diameter. The 
instrument is a special speedometer 
which gives both audible and visual 
warning when: the vehicle is oper- 
ated at unsafe speed, and also reg- 
isters the number of times that 
@verspeeding has occurred, The 
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latter feature, company officials 
hold, is particularly valuable -in 
| that it gives an accurate chéck on 
| operation at all times.
